Gladstons,
who has faithfully travellsd everywhere with
her husband, partly to share in his triumph,
but more aspacially to see that he keeps his
throat well covered up, induced him to suspend
his labors and to rest for s while at Budbury
Hall, the country seat of Lord Vernon, thirteen
miles from Derby. At first Mr. Gladstone's
‘trouble was thought to be nothing worse than
s slight attack of hoarseness, brought on by
severs exertion, but & despatch which I have
reoeived makes the case appear more serioua.

And more thoroughly applied coercion to bring

Lord Bandolph Churchill, who for months
has presented the entertaining spectacle of an
sooontrio political monkey gambolling in soll-
tuds in the branches of his own political tree,
appears to have wearied of his loneliness, and
has comp down to play about for a while in the
Tory ranks, He is dolng much political talk-
Ing. and the audacity with which he has been
stealing Mr. Gladstone's thunder, and mixing
up popular ideas originated by Mr. Gladstone
with Tory arguments in favor of cosrclon ia
comically suggestive of the playful animal
to which he has been llkened.

The orime waa deliberatoly planned
and oarrled out bythe Baronet, who took the
child, a tall mirl for her years, in his own
family brougham to a disreputable house in
Pilmllco, A warrant for his arreat was {ssued
by Mr, Curtis Barrett, the Magistrate at the
Westminster Pollee Court, but the Baronet had
been warned. and had left thosountry. Anex-
tradition warrant was privately obtained
on last Batarday through Mr. Partridge,
and this has been
handed for excoution to Dotective In-
speator Lansdowne, one of the most abls
men in Bootland Yard. Mr.J, P. Graln,aalever
barristor, is watohing the interesta of the
Baronet, who Is supposed to be now in Parls,
and who, I am sorry to say,ls not apt to be
ecaught. An attempt has been mado to hush
the matter up and to have the warrant with-
drawn, but the effort has not beon succesaful.
The warrant, which {s {ssued under the new
Oriminal Law Amsndment act, cannot be with-
drawn without the consent of the court, which
is not likely to be obtained.

The parents of the girl live In Brompton, the
father being a clvil englneer and an architect.
They are represented by a leading firm of so-
loltors, and every effort will b made toland
the Baronet in the prisonors’ dock at the West-
minster Police Court, according to the usual
rule in such cases. Bir Home Beton Gordon
is 5 man of old and excellent famlly, his baron-
etoy having been created In 1681, Hir Baton Ia
48 yoars old, and succeeded his father intitle
and estatgs In 16878 as eleventh Baronet. He
was formerly & Captaln in the Forty-fourth
Regiment with which he served in Indin. Un-
fortunately he has a famlily to suffer through
his disgrace. In 1870 he married Ma-
bel Montague, the only ohild snd helross
of Montague David Beott, formerly membor of
Parliament for East Bussex. and hnas a son 17
years old. He is descended from the famous
firat Earl of Huntley, which title waa elovated
to Marquis In 1599, and the present holder is
Premior Marquls of Bootland. The possessor
of all thesa honors is also n man of wenlth.,
having a town house in London at 8 Granville
street and another at Drunswick Place, Brigh-
ton, besldes his country seat, Emblo House, in
Butherlandshire. There isa cheerful side to tha
matter, which is this: The Baronet’s crime Is
felony, puaishable the same as rape under the
noew law, and unless justice Is very seriously
twisted for hia suke he will never be able to re-
turn to England.

The great Paris scandal has taken a new
form. Itis made apparont, as I cabled you in
my fArat report of the matter two weeka ago,
that Gon. Caffarel, although deeply In debt and
gulity of dishonest measures for obtaining re-
lief, had not cotually gold the coveted orosses,
which, by the way, he had no power to do.
Neither had he betrayed any of the army oe-
crots intrusted to his officlal keeping. That
he should have run in debt Ia not surprising,
consildering that hs was obliged to maintialn
his rank a8 one of the chisl officers of the
army on a salary of $2,400, which Is
Jess than the pay of really first-class nows-
paper reporters in New York, nnd there Is now
a strong tendency in Paris to look upon him as
the sllly tool of clever women, and the scape-
goat made to boar the slns of men much more
eulpable, but with greater Influence. Gen.
Forron Is most furlously attacked by his op-
ponents, and by all friends of Boulanger, who
accuse him of having heaped unnocessary
shame and disgrace upon Caffarel and upon
the French army, and upon France In general,
withthe sole purpose of diserediting Boulsnger,
his predeceasor, by whom Caffarel was appoint-
ed. If Ferron was aotuated by any such motive,
which s extremely doubtful, he has been pun-
ished, for Boulanger, whom he dnred not de-
prive of his command for fear of his return to
Parls, has added tremendously to his wonder-
ful popularity by his quiet submission to nrrost,
His conduct {8 extravagantly vaunted as thut
of a true soldler bowing humbly to tyrannical
discipline, and the end of his thirty days’ in-
carceration in his own parlor will find bim &
greater popular horo than aver.

A romantlo story, by the way, attaches to
Mme, TNatazzi, ono-of the women arrested for
traffioking in decorations In eonnection with
the Caffarel affair, The tale, which was told
me by Lhe daughier of a distingulshed states-
man who has represented his country for more
than a quarter of & contury as Ambassador at
Berlin, relates how Ratazzl, twenty-five years
ago, was Frauleln von Haenhleln, a glel of dis-
tingulshed family moving in Berlin court eir-
cles, The girl was prosant at a gathering atan
Ambassader's house where a certaln old Ger-
man professor entertained the guests by adis-
playof his knowledge of palmistry, thon a8 much
rarer accomplishment than at present. Upen
looking Into the hand of Fraulein von Hasnhleln
he bocame much agltated, and refused sbso-
Jutaly to tell what ha read there, slmply assur-
ing the girl there was no slgn of sudden donth,
He altorward conflded to the Ambassador that
the girl had most awful lines in her hand,
which doomed herto a most disgraceful ca-
roer, Bhortly afterward the girl was turnod
out of the house of a friend with whom she
had been visiting for improper conduct,
and since that time has done evervthing
imaginable to bring discredit upon her family,
Her brothers, both officers in the Gorman
army, daclared they would shoot her should
she venture to appear in any town In which
they were stationed. Her mother, who was
rocently seen at Baden Baden, nover mentions
her name, and for & long time she had been
lost sight of. The unplensant feets concarning
Mme, Ratazzi's enreor which have boon
ascertained by the Parisa volice amply justify
tho gloomy predietions of the old professor,
although they do not reach back to the days of
Fraulein von Haenhlein,

A now and queer element now orops up as a
powerful factor in European politics, namely,
the infantile dlsease, measlea. Every news-
paper In Eopgland prints each day something
about that foll disease, which settled down
upon the royal Danlah castle of Frodensborg
and captured a number of youthful royalties
thers who fnlled to get away In time,
Tho Times nquile solemnly ealls s rondors’
nttention to the beputiful fact that we
are all alike, and polnts the morallzing
flnger toward the room where the Princessos
Loulsa and Maud of Walea lle with scarlet
{aces, sucking oranges and probably snufling
piteously, just as any ordinary Bmith, Brown,
or Jones girls might do, Bome of the menslos-
stricken children belong to the Czar, and that
affectionnte parent has, in consbquence, de-
layed his return home conslderably. This
the monalea have, It |8 generally belleved,
given & now lonso of peace and quiet to little
Ferdinand of Bu)garis, and the work of the
munslos has not stopped therd, lor ships in-

tonded to carry the Czar home have
been obliged to go without him, sc as
to srrive before foe should block their

way. The Osar's most comlortable and nat-

uiral homeward routs would take him to Ger-
man torritory, and would make (t absolutaly
necossary for him, acoording to all establiahed
rulo, to pay a vislt of courtesy to old Emperor
Willlam, Should hs take that courss the
menstos will have brought about n mesting of
the Emperors which the great Dismarck was
unable to necomplish. Bhould he takes a round-
about way, it will be looked upon as a deliberate
avoldanco of meeting With the German Em-
peror, and mccording to the Cologne Gazatle
and other good authoritios this will mortally
offend Emporor Willlam and cause him to
finally abandon all opposition to the pollay of
hostllity to Russin, which Bismarck appears to
have adopted. In any event the ehildish mal-
ndy looms up as an important factor,

The approashing refntrance of the Fronoh
Deputies upon tholr functions as law makers
is the oevont of interest in Frenah polities. Bup-
portors of the Rouvier Cabinet have hope that
the slgnal of nttack on the Government given
in the Comte do Paria’s manifesto may not be
immediately acted upon by the Conservatives,
whoss support Is Indispensable to the ex-
istence of the present Ministry. Thelr hope
has some foundation, for thoere Is a dread
among Monnrchists of increasing the power
of tho extromo Hadleals, and they will hesl-
tato bafors uniting with thom in precipitating
a erisia, Should Rouvier, who {as clever busi-
ness man, succeed in preparing an attractive
and plansible sechome for an arrangement of
the national finances, he may be able to weather
the storm which is brawing sgainst bim in the
form of Interpelintions on every conceivable
topio from tho Caffarel scandal up and down.

The demonstrations of the mobs of unem-
ployed laborers and worthless vagabonds in
London have occupled the attention of this
motropolis all the wook, nnd have boen so ex-
naggorated In the roports sent sbroad that
Frenchmen and Germans have plotured
the streets here running with blood, and
have been deterred from coming over to
an extent which hns serfously interfered with
trade. The disturbances are chiefly impor-
tant ns indloations of what may be expected It
nothing be done to relleve the really awful dis-
treas, and countoract ths dangerous advice
dnlly pourad into the ears of hungry workmen
by the worst eclass of Anarchist orators, Tho
warning hus not beon lost by those who will be
wost apt to suffer. The big botels around
Trafalgar square have, without exception, pro-
pared hoso for throwing with great pressure
streams of water upon rloters and have in-
structed thelr servants aeccordingly, 1 have
noticed that in the West End the blg front
deors of residential chambers, the abodea of
wealthy bachelors, aro kept discrestly closed
throughout the day, contrary to the usual cus~
tom. The military policoman, whose duty it
is to watch the house of the Queen's cousin,
tho Duke of Cambridge, at Plecadilly and
Tark lane, has now three others to keep him
company, and all day long a small
reglwent of tall flunkeys have hung about
the Duko's huge portes cocleres displaying
an extravagant wealth of enlves, silk stock-
ings. and powdored wigs, ready to protoct the
Duke and his precious plate and pietures from
harm. The authorities have conflned thelr
efforta to a foollsh and unauceesaful attompt to
drive tha evil out of right boneath the surface.
The wretehes now vigorounsly excluded from
Tratalgar square spond their nights in door-
ways or In ernwling miserably from place to
place, to nvoid policemen’s batons,

of misory and deaporation which exists, and
serious dapger threatens London's shops.
